Although  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  a 
considerable  number  of  children  have  received  a  booster  dose 
against  diptheria  before  starting  school?  it  is  distressing  to  find 
that  a  number  of  parents  will  not  allow  their  children  to  be 
immunised  at  this  age*  Most  of  these  children  were  never 
protected  against  diptheria  in  infancy®  Several  outbreaks  of 

diptheria  have  recently  been  reported  from  different  parts  of  the 
country.  Parents  should  remember  that  although  poliomyelitis 
has  stolen  the  limelight  in  recent  years?  diptheria  can  recur  at 
any  time  with  all  the  dangers  and'  complications  that  were 
commonplace  twenty  years  ago*

Leyburn  and  all  other  parishes 

having  piped  water  maintained  'by  the  Council  had  adequate  supplies 
during  the  year  1962*  The  Bedale  R*  D0  C„  trunk  main  taking 

its  water  from  the  pariah  of  Bellerby  and  having  "branches  taken 
from  it  to  the  parishes  of  Seller by*  Barden*  Hauxwell,  Hun  ton, 
Newton-le~Willows  and  Patrick  Brompton*  continued  to  maintain  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  good  quality  water  in  each  village* 

The  parishes  having  piped  water *  not 
under  the  control  of  the  Council  also  enjoyed  a  sufficient  supply 
during  the  year*  ...  .,v,;  e 

In  the  township  of  Leyburn*  steps 

should  he  taken  to  provide  every  house  with  a  supply  from  a  storage 
reservoir*  At  the  present  time?  approximately  150  dwellings 
and  the  new  school  are  obtaining  their  drinking  water  direct  from 
the  lead  mine  adit  on  Preston  Moor*  The  quality  of  the  water 

fluctuates  considerably*  and  after  periods  of  heavy  rain*  the 
bacterial  count  rises  and  frequently  has  much  vegetable  matter . in  it* 

Leyburn  mains  Eire  too  small  in  diameter 
to  feed  the  town,  from  the  reservoir  satisfactorily.  Steps  should 
be  taken  to  renew  all  the  mains  that  were  laid  more  than  70  years  ago*

SEWERAGE 


There  are  thirty  two  parishes  in  the 
Leyburn  Rural  District*  Twelve  of  these  parishes  consist  mainly 
of  isolated  agricultural  properties  and  generally  speaking  it  is 
not  practicable  to  prepare  schemes  for  these  areas*  Several  small 
hamlets  have  septic  tanks  which  are  maintained  by  the  Council  and 
of  the  176  properties  concerned  most  of  these  have  modern  amenities 
and  private  septic  tanks. 

The  remaining  parishes*  with  the  exception 
of  Leyburn*  Middleham  and  Castle  Bolton  have  sewers  and  works  that  can 
adequately  cope  with  present  day  demands.  Leyburn  and  Middleham 

lack  sludge  drying-  facilities  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  these  defects 
rectified -in  the  very  no ar.  future  *  land  is  available  for  extensions 
in  both  cases.  At  Castle  Bolton  the  works  are  inadequate  and  are 
situated  in  close -proximity  to  dwellings*  here  it  is  proposed  to 
extend  the  main  sewer  and  construct  .a  combined  scheme  for  Castle  Bolton 
and  Redmire .  This  scheme  is  now  under  preparation  by  the  Councils 
Consulting  Engineer.

The  owners  of  2  k  dwellings  received  payment 
of  a  Standard  Grant  towards  the  cost  of  improving  and  providing 
modern  sanitation  to  their  dwelling  during  1962.  The  average  grant 
per  dwelling  was  -  £92  -0-0*  Thirty  seven  applications  were 
received,  but  not  all  were  completed  during  the  year*  No  applications 
were  refused*  ■  • 


The  applications  were  most  numerous  in  the 
villages  that  have  been  recently  sewered,  some  were  from  farm  houses 
and  isolated  cottages,  so  situated  that  it  is  unlikely  that  a  main 
sewerage  scheme  will  ever  be  available  *  In  all  these  cases  septic 
tanks  were  constructed*  Much  time  is  spent  upon  these  projects^ 
advising  owners,  builders  and  occupiers  and  checking  costs  upon 
the  completion  of  the  works ,  Many  more  owners  could  improve  the 
dwellings  they  own  by  means  of  grants*

Slaughtering  of  animals  lor  meat 
for  the  population  of  our  district  continues  to  he  carried  out 
at  Leyburn*  where  five  'butchers  obtain  their  supplies 9  and  one 
other  small  slaughterhouse  at  Spennithorne  where  one  butcher  hills 
for  himself  onlyc 

Slaughtering  takes  place  at  week-ends 
in  the  Leyburn  premises*  Animals  are  inspected  either  on  Sunday 
evenings  or  before  9  a0m«  on  Monday  mornings  and  the  meat  is  all 
In  the  butchers T  -shops  by  Monday  afternoon®  The  quality  of  the 
meat  continues  to  be  very  good*  a  very  small  proportion  was  found 
to  be  unfit,,  mainly  livers  with  parasites*.  The  slaughtermen

The  number  of  properties  participating 
under  this  service  continues  to  increase  annually*  many  isolated 
farms  and  dwellings  are  quite  willing  to  convey  their  bins  to  the 
highway  in  order  to  partake  of  the  service*  this  is  a  great  saving 
in  time  as  a  door  to  door  service  would  so  increase  the  time  factor 
to  necessitate  a  second  team* 

The  team  of  three  men  and  a  Karrier  vehicle 
have  given  satisfactory  service*  justifiable  complaints  have  been 
few  and  far  between*  The  tip  at  Pres ton-under -Scar  which  came 

into  use  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  has  proved  most  useful,,  it 
was  found*  however*  that  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall*  the  road 
along  the  quarry  bottom  flooded  and  this  problem  was  overcome  by 
the  construction  of  a  roadway  at  the  south  end  of  the  quarry  direct 
from  the  County  Highway* 

It  is  regretted  that  no  suitable  tip  has 
been  found  for  the  villages  in  Carlton  Highdale*  the  location  of  a 
suitable  site  is  made  still  more  difficult  as  the  area  is  situated 
within  the  National  Park* 

The  Leyburn  Market  Place  bins  are 

emptied  every  week-end  after  the  Market*  this  service  has  done  much 
to  improve  the  standard  of  tidyness*  Several  Parish  Councils 

are  erecting  their  own  litter  baskets  and  these  are  .emptied  by  our 
men  during  the  normal  routine  service*  '  The  tips  are  maintained  by 
the  collecting  team*  paper  etc*  is  burned*  the  remainder*  when 
consolidated*  is  covered  with  soil  or  quarry  dust  if  the  former  is 
not  available*  All  tips  are  gated  .and  locked*  this  action  has 

been  necessary  to  prevent  indiscriminate  tipping  by  the  general 
publico  Persons  wishing  to  dispose  of  rubbish  can  apply  for  the 
keys  and  by  this  method  a  check  can  be  kept  and  tips  maintained 
in  a  satisfactory  condition* 

The  cost  of  the  scavenging  service  for  the
